ing class, and to conduct them to 
the barraci{9."

Never once during all the se.s- 
slons of the recent New Jersey con- 
ference of the Methodist Episcopal 
church was tlie national prohibition 
amendment made a subject of jubil- 
ation. Not even wa.^ a resolution 
passed to pievent tlie rejection of 
prohibition by New Jersey. The 
reason for ignoring entirely the 
Methodist prohibition Jubilee was 
due, according to the New York 
Times, to Bdward J. Handley, Clerk 
of the House of Assembly: 
. Handley began a careflil study of 
prohibition as it existed in Ocean 
Grave, Ashbury Park. Bradley 
Beach, Avon and other Monmouth 
county cities within a rnile limit of 
Bradley, the camp meeting town. As 
a result of his survey Handley as- 
serted that 87 per cent. of the 
crime committed in Monmouth 
count\ incurred in the area where 
prohibition has been In force for 
upward of forty years, and that 
seven out of every ten murders that 
have occurred In the ommtT htn 
taken place within the dliMet 
where prohibition holds. 

This was hnrdly n raeord to ttre 
any eatise for rejolcinc .em over a 
Methodist prohibition Tletory. 

LOANKD TO WtlWBBS. 



The War f'ouncii of the American 
Red Cross before its resignation 
appropriated JSO.noo to be used in 
making loans to nurses desiring to 
take courses in public health nurs- 
ing and in providing scholarships 
in certain institutions eondnoting 
courses in this work. The maztannm 
amount to be loaned to any one 
nurse Is |360 and the scholarships, 
which extend over four and eight 
month periods, amount to a maxi- 
mum of $800 and $600 respectively. 
It is intended that this fund be ap- 
plied to aid nurses wishing to take 
up public health nursing. The prin- 
cipal purpose in asking for this sum 
was to arrange for the instruction 
of nurses returning from abroad 
who wished to enter the public 
health nursing field. ' All nurses 
benefiting by this Red C^roas aehol- 
arshlp fund must agree to senre for 
one year under the Red Cross Pub- 
lic Health Nursing Servloe.

latin^^ the laws which I have out- 
lined, create diaturbanoea in society 
nnd upset the balance. These piiin 
ciplea, wliich muat only be* applied 
Insofar as is neceseai-y for the 
proaervution of society in ptinish 
ment of offenders, are in tiie lumds 
of, and must be applied liy, every 
one who fciels hiinsell a part of the 
community - the universiiies. the 
c.htii-ches, the schools, the capitalists, 
men of bralna, whoever and what 
erer tinr ara, as agemts of society 
must co-«|wmte in applying these 
prindplea and thua bringing about 
the readjustment of f>oclety." 

"These." smld the .Archbishop 
fifter another thougiitful pause, "are 
principles underlying the whoJe pro- 
gramme for social reconptructlon of 
'he Coniiiiiitee on Spti^'ial War .\< 
livities of the National W:ir ('<iiin- 
lil. It Is in this spirit th.it we 
>vould approach the probleros with 
which It is attem^pted to dml In that 
programmei. Ton wiU Dnd there 
I he Catholic attitude with regard to 
l>oth capital and labor, and ex- 
pressed muoh more clearly than I 
ran hope now to express tt. But 
(be ecssontiial principle is tlhat of 
i^li'iistian chailty and fort>eai'ance: 
for, after .'ill, the Si-rnion on the 
.Mount still remains the Ultima

I 
don't mean this to l>e a permanent 
policy on the pert of the Oovern- 
ment. but just a tenii>orary plan 
by which the aoldicre may be pro- 
vided for until they have found 
their foe* again.

Great harm niav lesult 
from turning loo.se thcfie millions 
of yonn^r men without anv provision 
being made for their imnie<liatc 
future. I ahould say that If we 
would avoid thoae perils nt unr<st 
which wa have been diacusalng this 
Is one of the arcmuce of trouble 
which ahould quickly be closed up."
